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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 25 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

In claims 25 and 36, the recitation that the mask opening substantially maintains 
its shape as the mask opening portion is inserted into and seated within a patient is not 
supported by the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21 ,22,24,26-30,32-34 and 37-43 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 07-1 1-2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant contends that the specification provides support for the mask opening 
portion maintaining its shape before and after insertion based on the material being 
disclosed as partially flexible, and the figures. Neither of these provides convincing 
evidence of this limitation. The figures are devoid of any scale, nor are clear enough to 
be able to discern much of anything with respect to size and shape to support the 
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objected to language. Applicant cites page 13 lines 29-32 for support. However, after 
these lines it goes on to state that the fins and extension member, which are made of 
the same material as the opening portion, are compressible and conformable to seat in 
the body. It therefore would seem to suggest just the opposite, that the mask opening 
portion is flexible, compressible and conformable. In any event, the examiner contends 
that the evidence is insufficient to establish that applicant's specification provides 
support for the claimed limitation. 

Interference 

An interference cannot be initiated since a prerequisite for interference under 37 
CFR 1 .606 is that the claims be patentable to the applicant subject to a judgment in the 
interference.
